Since Allaah l^e Lofty has given the 
Muslims abundant wealth and easy means ro reach Makkah 
Mnazzammah , the quantity of men and women coming for 
Umrah has increased- However, because diey proceed 
without learning the laws and rules of Umrah, numerous 
errors are made whilst performing Umrah. Many enquire 
about the law after making the errors. These errors arc 
generally discussed in this book, 

Allaah Rabb ul I/./^t put it in my heart diat a brief booklet 
containing a detailed description of Umrah with die 
necessary laws and rules be written, After halting all other 
works, this booklet was prepared with the favour of Allaah.. 
May Allaah make diis treatise a beneficial guide for those 
performing Umrah. Those benefiting should make dua for 
this humble writer his parents and teachers.

VIRTUES OF UMRAH 

Hadhtai Abdul laah bin Mas'ood (Kadhiallaahu^anhu) 
narrates that Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wfisailam) said:- 
"Petform Hajj and Utnrah consecutively, for it removes 
im provision and sin* like the furnace removes iron Iran 
gold and dirt from silver. " (Tirmidhi). 

Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) also said that those 
who are present for Hajj and Umrah arc ihose that arc 
present in his court. ( i.e. they arc classified as guests ), 
These people make duaa to Allaah and it is accepted and 
diey seek forgiveness and they arc forgiven. ( lbne Maajah 
from Abu Hurairah (Radhiallaahu-anhij) ). 
Hadhrat Abdul Laali bin Abbaas (Radhiallaahu-anhu) 
narrates tliat Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said 
diat performing Umrah in Ramadhaan is equivalent to Hajj. 
( Bukhari and Muslim ). 



In a nana don in Muslim, Nabi (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) 
nasi said that performing Umrah in Ramadhaan is equivalent 
to performing Hajj with him, ( Mishkat-ul-Masaabeeh ) T 
In another narration Rasulullaah (SAW) said, " Performing 
Umrah in Ramadhan k like performing Hajjj with 
me,(Abu Da wood). 

MEEQAT 

Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) has specified 
certain places which one cannot cross without Ihraam on 
entering Makkah Muazzamah from any direction. These arc 
called Meeqat (sinful ar)-Mawaaqeet (plural), 
Those coming from Madinah Munawwarah should wear 
their Iliraam at Bir-Ali (its old name is Zulhulaifah).It is 
permissible to wear it from Masjid-e-Nabawi. 
For those coming from Shaam (Syria) Jath is the Meeqat, 
This area was prohibited ih the time of Rasulullaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam), Now it is riot. These days, 
those coming from Syria, generally also wear the Ihraam 
at Bir-AIj, The Meeqat for those coming from Najd and 
Taif is Qain, but these days the name is not known. Those 
coming from Taif wear the Ihraam at Wazi Mahram, There 
is a Masjid constructed here. 

For those coming from Iraq, Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasallam) specified the Meeqat as Zaath and for those 
coming from Yemen, die Meeqat is Yaalamlarm 
Those coming from India, Pakistan, and Bangladesh by 
sea, pass the parallels of Yaalamlam where generally the 



Ihraam is adorned. To adorn Ihraam there is tx^tier. If 
passengers from there onwards come by sea and adorn 
Ihraam in Jeddah , then some Uk-niaa slate room I or it's 
permissibility, But those who come by air from Bombay 
and Karachi, should adorn Ihraam in Bombay or Karachi 
or after one or two hours of iheir flying time. They should 
not reach Jvdilah without their Thraam, because the 
aeroplane crosses a Meeqat. If someone crises a Meeqat 
without Ihraam and reaches Makkah, Then he lias sinned 
and Damm (penally) is necessary.

IMPORTANT ASPECTS OF UMRAH 

There are four actions to be carried out for Uintah. 
1) To adorn the Ihraam of Umrah iVom tlie Meeqat i.e. 
10 make intention of Umrah and to recite ihe 
Talbiyaab. 

2) To reach Makkah Mukarramah and to make Tawaaf. 

3) To make Sa'ce between Safaa and Maiwah. 

4) To make I-Talq or Qasr. f i.e. io shave or trim the hair 
after Sa'ee ),

There are two acts from the above which are Fardh:- 

1) To adorn the Umrah Ihraam by making the intention 
for Umrah and reciting the Talhiyaah, 

2) To make Tawaaf, 



WAAJIHAAT OF UMRAH 

There are two things which are Waajib J or Umrah. 
J) To make Sa'ee !>eiween Safaa and Marwah. 
2) To shave or to uim the hair after Sa'ee. 

It is MAS NOON 10 make Rami and Idhiibaa' in Umrah. 
Umrah is Sunnat-e-Muakkidah. It is Sunnai-e-Muakkidah 
for that person who was destined to reach Makkah 
Mukarrainah, to perform Umrah once in his lifetime. 
More than diis is Mustahab.

THE TIMli FOR UMRAH 

Hajj can only be performed once a year because the time 
for Hajj hits been specified in Shariai . It's validity is from 
die ninth of Zii Hajj, after £awaal, to just before 
pro-dawn of tiie nexi night. 

Umrah, on the other hand, can be made repeatedly, 
throughout die year. Not much time it; spent domy it, and 
many people perform more than one Umrah in one day. 
It is Makrooh-e-Tahrimi to j^rform Umrah during die 9th 
/10th /11th /12th and \ 3th ofZil Hajj, 
Umrah can be made at any time besides the Day of Araf'aat, 
die Day of Eidul-Adha and the Ayyaaam-e-Tashreek. Ii is 
Makrooh to ]>erforni it on any of the afute mentioned days 
but if one did so t then it will nevertheless lw valid. 
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ABOUT I UK A AM 

When anyone proceeds to Makkak it. is necessary to adorn 
the ihruaiii of Hajj or Umrah en route or at the Meeqat 
which he passes on the way. 

On reaching the Meeqat, clean oneself thoroughly and 
make ghusl. Thereafter wear one cloth as an under covering 
(trouser) and one on top. Then cover the head with the top 
piece and perform two rakaats with the intention of Thraam, 
provided that it is not the Makrooh time for Salaat- Or else 
adorn die Jhraani without salaat. To recite the Talbiyaah 
with the intention of Hajj or U it* rah is Ihraam, After 
salaat make intention of Umrah, 
If one intends for Umrah only then say;- 



"Yaa Allaah, 1 intend to perform Umrah, You make it easy 
for me and accept it." 



If one intends in any other language hesides Arabic then it 
is also proper. Furthermore, if one says nothing by tongue 
and otijy intends with the heart then also intention is made. 
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After intention, recite the words of the Taibiyaah, The 
Masnoon words of the Talbiyaah are;- 

" J am present, Oh Allaah, 1 am present, You have no 
partner, 1 am present. Definitely all Praise and Grace are 
Yours. The entire Universe is Yours, Yon have no partner." 
Ihraam does not begin with die intention wily, but one 
enters Thraam on making the intend on and reading the 
words of the Talbiyaah, The cloth on die head is to be 
removed BEFORE reading the Talbiyaah. Recite the 
Talbiyaah in abundance in a loud voice during the journey, 
Especially on changing positions etc. eg, in die morning 
and evening, while sending or sitting, entering and exiting, 
at die time of meeting, alter Fajr salaat, at die time of 
departure, on boarding and disembarking, when sleeping 
and upon awakening. 

It is stressed to recite the Talbiyaah during these times. 
Whenever reciting the Talbiyaah, do so three times. 
Recite Durood Shsireef after that. Then reeitc this duaa:- 



"Yaa Allaah. I ask of You, Your Pleasure and Jannah, 
and through Your Mercy I sock (desire) protection iVom the 
punishment of the fire." 

RULE ONE: The women should not recite the Talbiyaah 
loudly. She should recite it audibly in such a way that she 
can heai it herself. 

RULE TWO: A famous error is the belief that a woman's 

ThrHAin is not valid until she wears a special cloth on her 

head, To wear the cloth is not incorrect but to hold a belief 

that the Ihraam is invalid without this doth, is incorrect. If 

one ties such a ctoth then tlus should be removed at the 

time of wudhu, so that masah can be made.

THE IHRAAM OK UMRAH 

When any male or female decides to perform Umrah, then 
they should adorn the Ihraam of Umrah before entering die 
Meeqat. If one is travelling by plane and is not certain as to 
the exact lime when one will pass the Meeqat or one fears 
diat one may pass over it without knowing, tlien it is better 
to wear the Ihraam before boarding die plane. 

The method of eniering into Ihraam is to first perform 
gluts (. then 10 read two rakaats Salaat of Ihraam. 
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If One did not make ghusl and only made wudhu, after 
which one read the two rakaats, then it is also in order. In 
the event of the non-availabilily of water, it is also 
permissible to have made Tayammum instead of wudhu. 

The male should remove all sewn clothing and wear one 
piece of cloth which covers the area from die navel 
downwards. Another piece of cloth should be used to cover 
the top of the body. Then he should perform the two rakaats 
Salaat, Only after these two rakaats have been performed, 
must the head be un-covered. Make the intention of Umrah 
and recite the Talbiyaah, The woman will do the same but 
they should wear sewn clothing and cover the whole body 
from the beginning, then make dieir two rakaats and 
thereafter make the intention for Umrah and then recite the 
Talbiyaah,

THE PROPERTIES OF IHRAAM 

On making the intention for making Hajj or Umrah, and 
after the Talbiyaah one enters Jhraam. It now becomes 
essential for one to abstain from the prohibitions of Ihraam 
which are> 

1) It is prohibited for a women to wear clodiing whidi is 
NOT sewn and covers the whole body with one piece T 
It is also prohibited to wear a cloth which is buttoned 
or attached together in the same way that it is usually 
sewn. 
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2) To cover the head or face. For a woman only the head 
remains cov&red- 

3) The use of fragrance. 

4) To remove hair from the body in any way. 

5) Pairing the nails, 

6) Hunting of land animals. 

7) To be lustful or to engage in marital relations

LAWS OF IHRAAM 

RULE ONE: By making the intention and reading the 
Talbiyaah, Ihraam is adorned. It is Masnoon to make ghusl 
before the Talbiyaah and to perform the two rakaats salaat 
If the opportunity for ghusl and salaat was not available 
then the Thraam will be valid without it. To do so without 
an excuse is Makrooh, 

RULE TWO: The ghusl for Ihraam is masnoon and also for 
cleanliness and neatness, Thus it should be performed by 
women in Haidh or Nifaas and also by children, 
RULE THREE: If a person made wudhu and two rakaats 
salaat but did not make ghusl at the time of Ihraam, then 
this is also permissible, 

RULE FOUR: It is not prohibited to make Tayaamum 
instead of ghusl for Ihraam if water is not available or due 
to some other excuse. The salaat of Ihraam with tayaamum 
is valid on condition that it's performance is in accordance 
with the principles of Shariat at the time that it is 
performed- 
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KULE FIVE: If a person makes die imenrinn of Hajj or 
Umrah and read the Talbiyaah alter a fardli ha hat and did 
not perform a separate two rakaats of Ihraam, then this is 
also proper. 

RULE STX; The two rakaats Salaatul-Th raam Ls Miisnuon 
when salaat lime is not Makrooh. If it is Makrooh time and 
one is crossing the Mecqat, then make the intention of Halj 
arid Umrah and recite die Talbiyaah, without performing 
die two rakaata. 

RULE SEVEN; if one had the opportunity hit did not make 
die ghusl, wudhu and salaat due to laziness, and entered 
Ihraam and made die Talbiyaah intentionally* then dtis is 
Makrooh, 

RULE EIGHT; If a person experiences a wet dream while 
in Ihraam, it does not affect the Thraam. Wash the cloth 
and make ghusl. If die cloth has to Ixi changed, it my be 
changed. 

RULE NINE: If one is wounded in Thraam., dien this also 
does not affect the Ihraam and no penalty is liable. 
RULE TEN: It is permissible to take a vaccine or an 
injection in Thraam. 

RULE ELEVEN: In Ihraam, die fardh ghusl remains Faidh 
and die Sunnat ghusl remains Sunnat, To take ghusl for 
coolness Is also proper. However one should not remove the 
dirt by scrubbing or using soap- 

RULE TWELVE: It is Makrooh to comb die hair of die 
head or beard or to scratch these areas where there is the 
possibility of the hair coming out. One should scratch so 
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gently that the hair docs not fall off, 
RULE THIRTEEN: Make khilaal (pass the hands through) 
of the i>eard in such a manner tliat the liair does nut fall. 
RULE FOURTEEN : li is permissible io look in die minor, 
or to remove a tooth while in lhraam. Miswaak is also 
iinisiH-HJii as usual. 

RULE FIFTEEN: it is permissible to kill harmful annuals 
or insects such as a scorpion, buy, flea, "mosquito, wasp, 
hornet., red / yellow wasp, etc. 

RULE SIXTEEN: Although it is better to wear white in 
lhraam, oilier colours are also permissible. 
RULE SEVENTEEN: To cover oneself with a blanket, 
duvet yr covering is permissible. Tt is also permissible to 
wear a double layer of clodiing on the top or the bottom, 
or a blanket on the doth or two Cloths at the lower pan of 
die body. 

RULE EIGHTEEN: It is permissible to tie a belt or a purse 

10 the bottom layer for securing money etc. 

RULE N1NETEHN; There is nothing wrong with replacing 

the Hiraain doth with another piece if the one initially worn 

becomes soiled* and was removed for washing. 

RULE TWENTY: It is permissible to wear a waich or 

spectacles in lhraam. 

RULE TWENTY -ONE: It is not permissible for men to 
wear socks, shoes or boots while in lhraam, Men have 10 
wear open sandals. The top (upper) Iwne lias to be open 
and visible. 
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RULE TWENTY TWO: Generally one must absiain from 

nU sins but even morcso while in lhraam. 

RULE TWENTY THREE: It is Mukrooh to speak things 

which encourage the relationship between husband and 

wife. 

RULE TWENTY FOUR: Fight uift and quarrelling is 
discouraged at all times. This should be abstained from 
even moreso during lhraam , 

RULE TWENTY FTVE: It is prohibited for a man or a 
woman lo hurt a land animal, 'flu's emails a penalty but one 
cat] slaughter a cluck, fowl, goat, camel or cow in lhraam, 
as well as out of lhraam and one can wit its meat as well,

THE ) H K A AM OK WOMEN 

The Hiraam of women is die same as die lhraam of men. 
'Jfte making of ghusl, iwo rakaats salaat, the intention for 
Hfljj or Umrah and the reciting of Talbiyaah results in the 
entry imo the state of lhraam. If a woman is in Hakih or 
Nifaas and goes to Makkah or wishes to enter the Haiam 
then she should adorn the lhraam in the following manner: - 

1) Make intention for Hajj or Umrah. 

2) Recite the Talbiyaah. 

3) and if not Paak (pure) on entry into Makkah, wait until 
purity has lieeti attained. 

4) Until purity lias been attained, DO NOT ENTER THE 
MASJID. 

5) When she is paak, she should perform ghusl, and then 
make Tawaaf and Sa'ee. 
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RULE ONE: The women in Ihraam should dross in the 
clothes she normally uses, (i .e. sewn clothing covering her 
head and entire body, The cloth should not touch the face. 
RULE TWO: II is necessary \o observe Purdah from 
strangers, whilst in Ihraam. A frrnouK misconception i* diat 
there is no Purdah for Hajj and Umrah. These are me views 
of die ignorant, Not allowing die cloth to touch the face is 
one diing. Allowing die face to be viewed by strangers is 
anodier, Hadhrat Ayesha (Radical laahu-anha) says that they 
were in Ihraam with Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasallam). Whenever anyone passed nearby, they would 
place their shawls in front of their laces. 
(Mishkaat-pg 236 from Abu Dawud). 
From this it is clear that it is prohibited to open die face for 
strangers. If some board etc, is ait and placed on the 
forehead in such a way so as to prevent it from touching 
die face, then purdah can also be observed. This is better 
and there is no difficulty in it. 

Anodier important point to be remembered is that the 
maximum time during which the restrictions of fliraam 
apply is only three or four hours. What excuse do those 
women have who roam around with their faces open on all 
the other days 7- 

There is also the journey to Madinah Munawwarah, for 
which there is no Ihraam. Here too a lot of roaming and 
showing of the face to strangers takes place. What 
ignorance and unnecessary sinning!. 
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RULE THREE: Women should not raise their voices while 
reciting the Talbiyaah.

IHRAAM OF THE 1MMATUKK 

RULE ONE: 11" a minor child is clever and understanding, 
dien he should adorn die Iliritam himself,... and perform all 
the actions as die adults do. If die chihi Iihs not yet reached 
die age of understanding and is still very youn^, then the 
guardian should tie the Ihraam for him. 
RULE TWO: If a small child who does not yet understand, 
tics die Ihraam himself and does die other actions of Ihraam 
himself, then his Ihraam is not valid. If an understanding 
child does ho, his Ihraam is will be valid- 
RULE THREE: The guardian cannot tie die Ihraam for a 
child who is understanding enough to do so himself. The 
understanding child must do all die actions himself, but 
those dial he cannot do must !*i done on his behalf by his 
guardian. However, the child must be made to perform 
Salaat and Tawaaf 

RULE POUR: While the understanding child should 
perform Tawaaf himself, die non-understanding child 
should be picked up and carried for Tawaaf. Similarly, one 
should assist the child during the Wuqoof-e-Arafaat, Sa'ee 
and ftamee. 

RULE FIVE: The guardian should prevent the child from 
the prohibits of lhraani. However, if a child docs an 
prohibited act, then there is no penalty on die child nor on 
the guardian. 
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RULE SIX. When adorning the Ihraam for a minor boy, 
remove existing sewn elothes and wear him the two pieces 
as explained tor the adults, 

RUL£ SEVEN: If the minor discards one or all the acts of 
Ihraam, then it is not necessary to give penalty and neither 
does Qazaa become compulsory, 

RULE EIGHT; The guardian who is most closely related 
should tic the Ihraam for the minor. For example if the 
brother- and die father are both present then the father 
should de the Ihraam. However, it is also permissible for 
the brother to tic it, 

RULE NTNE: The guardian should make his intention with 
die intention for the non- understanding child, then carry the 
child and perform the Tawaaf. In one Tawaaf. the Tawaaf 
for both will be made. 

IT IS A CONDITION FOR WOMAN TO TRAVEL 
WITH HER HUSBAND OR A MAHRAM 

It is prohibited for a woman to travel for a distance of forty 
eighi miles (88km.) or more without a Mahram or her 
husband. This rule applies irrespective of whether tl)e 
journey is by rail, motor or by air and also whether the 
purpose of the journey be lot a worldly or a Deem purpose. 
Hadhrat Abdul laah bin Abbaas (Radhiallaahu-anhu) 
narrates ftom Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam); 
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"Never should a man (non-mahraTn) , be secluded with a 
woman, and never should a woman journey but with a 
Mahram. Hearing this one person said " — I have written my 
name for Jihaad and my wife has departed for Hajj r Nabi 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said ;"Go and join your wife 
for Hay." (Bukhari/Muslim). 

This prohibition is for the young and die old woman, Some 
women think that it is permissible for a few wometi to 
journey together widiout a Mahram, This belief is totally 
erroneous. Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) has 
stressed this prohibition to include all women. The going 
for Hajj or Unirah without any Mahram is strictly forbidden 
and is a sin. Many women perform their Hajj or Umrah and 
spoil it by committing the sin of going there without a 
Mahram and thus acting contrary to Shariat, 
It is necessary for Muslims to adhere to the Shariat instead 
of following their own desires. It is necessary to be even 
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more cautious for worldly journeys. Journeys of fifteen to 
twenty minutes should not be undertaken without a 
Mahram. In this lies the protection lor modesty, dignity, 
honour and innoCenCe.

THE MAHRAM 

That person with whom marriage can never ever be proper 
is a Mahram, (i.e. father* son, son's son, daughters son, 
son-in-law, father-in-law, maternal uncle, paternal uncle 
'). 1 1 is important to note diat die sons of the paternal and 
maternal uncles and aunts are not Mahrarn, because 
marriage is permissible with them. Similarly, die 
brother- in-law(sisiter's husband) is not a Mahram, for if he 
divorces his wife then it becomes permissible for him to 
marry his wife's sister, 

H" there be a I osier brother (who has shared the milk of die 
same woman) within two years or birdi, dien lie is her 
Mahram and she- can accompany him for Hajj or Umiak 
Tt is also important that anyone who is classified as a 
Mahram, but whose modesty and dignity is questionable, 
or one is not at ease widi him, then it is not permissible to 
journey with such a Mahram no matter how closely one is 
related to him. 

Some women make anodier person a father, brother or son 
at random and proceed together on journey- There is no 
Shar'ce basis for this. Calling someone son or brother docs 
not make him a Mahram. He is just like all other strangers. 
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INTENTION AND TALIHYAAR. 

Make (he intern ion after die two rakaats of Tftlbiyaah as 

follows:- 



"Yaa Allaah, 1 intern! performing Umrah, so make it easy 
for me and accept it from me." 

it is noi necessary to make die: intention with the tongue, To 
form an intention with ihc heart is also sufficient. One may 
make intention in any language, It does not necessarily liave 
to be in Arabic. After intention, read die Talbiyaah. The 
words are as folluws:-

Note that the two rakaats Salaai are Sunnal and not rVdh 
or Waajib, so if one could not perform them because of it 
king die Makrooh time for Salaat etc., otic can leave it out 
and continue with die Talbiyaah after making the intention 
for Umrah. 

If a woman is menstrua ting, she should also do as above. 
That is, she should enter the state of Ihraam without 
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performing the two rakaats Salaat. She should not make 

Tawaaf until she is pure. If she enters Makkah ill lllis state, 
she should wait until she is pure. Upon attaining purity, she 
should perform gnu* I for Umrah, tlien Tawaaf and Sa'ee 
and then all the rites of Uintah The laws ibr the 
menstruating woman are the same for the one experiencing 
Nil'aas, { post-natal bleeding ). 
RULE ONE:- 

To read the Talbiyaah after adorning die lhraam is a 

condition. To do so three times is Mustahab. 

After Talbiyaah, read Durood and the following duaa;-

"Yaa Alia ah, I seek Your Pleasure and Jannah, and 1 seek 
refuge from Jahannam by Your Mercy/' 
Besides this, one may make whatever duaa one desires, 
RULE TWO;- 

After i mention recite the Talbiyaah in a moderately loud 
tone. IT IS NOT NECESSARY TO SCREAM .^Woman will 
noi reeiic the Talbiyaah aloud. She .should recite it in such 
a way thai she can hear it herself. 
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LAWS OF TALBIYAAH 



RULE ONE : At the time of Hit-Ham, it is *i condition to 
say the Labbaik with the tongue. If one says it in ihc heart 
then one has not ye! entered into the state of lhraam. 
RULE TWO: After adorning lhraam, it is Mustahab to 
recite Talbiyaah in abundance, especially when clanging 
conditioiiK/jwsiticms e.g. morning and evening ; standing and 
sitting ; entering and exiting ; meeting j^oplc and leaving 
people : on * wakening ; on boarding ; on disembarking ; on 
ascending and descending. Under lJie.se conditions it is 
highly emphasised and desirable to recite the Talbiyaah, 
RULE THREE: One should not speak in between llie 
Talbiyaah. To greet someone raiting the Talbiyaah is 
Makrooh. 

RULE FOUft: If someone greeted one whilst reciting the 
Talbiyaah then it i H permissible to reply. However h is 
better to reply on finishing the Talbiyaah, on condition thai 
the person to whom one is to reply does not go away. 
RULE FIVE: One should recite Talbiyaah after the Fardlt 
and Nafl salaats and during die days of Tashreeq. Recite the 
Talbiyaah after reciting the Tashreek. If the Talbiyaah was 
recited then the Takbeer of Tashreek lapses, 
RULE SIX: If a Masbooti (one who joins the Jamaat after 
a rakaat or more has been performed.) recites die Talbiyaah 
with the Imaarn, then the salaat becomes invalid. 
RULE SEVEN: Talbiyaah should he recited individually 
and not collectively. 
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RULE EIGHT; ]\ is Makrooh To reduce/deCrease the words 
of Talbiyaah, 

RULE NINE: If one sees something out of tlic ordinary, 
say: - 

RULE TEN: Men should recite die Talbiyaah audibly but 
not very loudly. 

RULE ELEVEN: It. is prohibited for women to recite the 
Talbiyaah loudly, 

RULE TWELVE: The Talbiyaah of Umrah it is read until 
the eomm en cement of Tawaaf- On beginning tlic Tawaaf of 
Umnih, stop reciting die Talbiyaah. 

ENTRY INTO MAKKAH AND MASJI1MC-HARAM. 

Tt is Mustaliab to enter Makkah from die cemetery of 
Makkah called Al Mualla. If it is possible to do so easily T 
or else otift may emer from any side. U is also Masnoon to 
make ghusl before entry into Makkah. These days it is 
difficult due to the restrictions and die crowds. If it Is 
possible to make ghusl easily then do so. when Makkah 
Mukarramah is sighted, read ttns_dua_a> 
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"Yaa Allaah, Who is the Rabb of the Seven Skies and of 
all diinys which are on it, and the Rahh of Shaitaan and of 
all those whom shaiiaan has misled, and die Rabb of the 
wind and of ail rhat it blows. Thus, we seek from You good 
from diis habitat and good from it's populace, and wc seek 
protection from the evil/bad of this habitat and from the evil 
of it's jmpiilace." 

And the following duwA as well:- 

"Yaa Allaalu make Makkah Mukarraniah a resting place 
for me and bless me with ha la a 1 ri^.k (sustenance)." 
After this, enter Makkah wiih utmosi humility and 
meekness, keeping in mind die etiquettes, respect at id 
dignity of the place one is entering. Keep your J u^ape at 
some safe place so ihat your heart is at ease, make wudhn 
and proceed quickly to the Masjid-e-Haram. The Masjid in 
which die Kaabah is si mated is called the Masjid-e-Haiam, 
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The word "Harani" is used in a respectable sense, 



On entering the Masjid, read this duaa:- 

"Oh my ft abb, forgive my sins, and open for me the doors 
oC Your tneiey." 

(lliis is the Ouaa to be read on entering any Masjid,) 
When ihc eyes fall on the K»»b»h Shared", say three 
times:- 

e& fcii pui ji-j aw 
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"Yaa Allaah, raise the honour, dignity and virtue of diis 
House and increase the dignity and respect of those tliat 
visit this House for Haj j or Umrah, and Your name is Peacn 
and we can obtain Peace from You, (bus keep us alive in 
^eacc." 

Recite Durood Shareef after this and then, while standing, 
pray whatever you desire to pray, for duaas are accepted 
easily during this lime. 

After entering the Ha ram in the proper manner, the Fust 
thing to he done is to perforin Tawaaf. For the person who 
came with the Ihraam of Umrah, the. Tawaaf will be his 
Umrah Tawaaf which is Fardh. For the person who lias 
come with the Ihraam of Hajj, die Tawaaf will be the 
Tawaaf-c-Qudoom, which is a Sunnat Tawaaf, If a person 
lias entered the Haram at a time when Jamaal Stilaat has 
just commenced, then he should first join the Imaam and 
make the Tawaaf later.

ABOUT TAWAAF 

To go around die Baitullaah, (i.e.Kaabah Shareel) in a 
stipulated ma tine r is called Tawaaf. On the western side 
(corner) of die Kaabahh, the Hajjre-Aswad is .situated. From 
this point Tawaaf starts and ends. 

Whilst performing Tawaaf, the Kaahah is on the left side, 
Some part of the Kaabahh has got no roof. It is called die 
Ha teem, 
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The Mizaab-e-Rahmat {water omlet pipe) protrudes from 
the top of the Hatccm, When perform ing Tawaaf > one has 
to go around this portion {TIflt«m)> which has no roof 
On every round one should ni:ike"Istilaam''.This means tlic 
touUiin^ of" tht: R i iki u;- Y«t i m tii (corner of the Kaababh) 
with both the hands or with only tin? right liand. It is 
situated on iht: southern side of the Kaabahh, which is 
opposite the Hajjr- Aswad, It is on the side towards Yemen 
at id hence its name. 

The one who adorned the lliraam for Umrah. will perform 
the Tawaaf for Umiah, which is Fardh. All diose Tawaafs 
after wliich Sa'ee of Safaa Marwah is made (such as the 
Tawaaf for Umrah or the Tawaaf after wliich Sa'ee is 
made- and some people make Sa'ee even after the Tawaaf 
of Qudoom) t then Ramal and Tstiqbfial is Masnoon. Ranial 
refers 10 iJie walking widi short quick steps, the chest out, 
and the movement of the shoulders. 
IsLibaa is die placing of die Ihraam cloth under the right 
armpit and over the left shoulder, so that die right shoulder 
remains open. Ramal is made only in the first three rounds 
of the Tawaaf, and Istibaa is made in all seven rounds. Both 
Ramal :md Isiihaa are only performed by the men and not 
by die women. 
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INTENTION OF TAWAAF AND METHOD OF 
PERFORMANCE 

Tawaaf is nor valid without intention. To make the intention 
in die heart is sufficient and it is also proper to say it with 
the tongue. When intending to perform Tawaaf , then go to 
diat corner of the Kaabah where the Hajji-e-Aswad is 
situated and stand like diis, Stand opposite the 
HajjT-e-Aswad in such a manner that the right shoulder is 
opposite to and in line with the left side of the 
Hajjr-e-Aswad. When facing the Hajjr-e-Aswad, you should 
be on the left side of it. Standing in this position, make the 
intention for Tawaaf. 
To say the following verbally is good:- 

"Yaa Allaah, 1 intend performing Tawaaf of Your House, 
so make it easy for me and aetxpt it (from me)/' 

After making intention, move a little to the right so that the 
Hajjr-e-Aswad comes straight in front. Then raise the hands 
as one does in Salaat. to the ears and say;- 
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"T stand in die name of Allaah. Allaah is the greatest .No 
one hut He is worthy ol" worship, and all Praise is especially 
(bt Him, and send Durood and Salaam upon Rasulullaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasatlam).Yaa Allaah, 1 believe in You, 
and I believe in Your Book, and complete Your Pact and 
follow Your Nabi Muhammed (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallatn), 
and perform Tawaaf." 

If one does not read die whole text then at least say> 



Alter reading this drop your hands, Then with respect and 
humility come towards the Hajjr-e-Aswad and loss it. If due 
to the crowds, one cannot do this then place both the hands 
(or the right band only) on die Hajjr-e-Aswad and kiss it Jf 
tliis is also not possible then touch it with a slick and kiss 
it. If this is also not possible then raise die hands in such a 
mannet that the palm* face the Hajjr-e'Aswad, and the back 
of die hands are in front of the face, Then kiss die hand 
r llie raising of the hands should oidy be done if the other 
two methods cannot be made. 
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To push odieiK and to put diem Uirough difficulty is 
Haraam. It is also important to remember dial at the time of 
kissing the Hajjr-e-Aswad. one should not put the hand on 
the silver surface which surrounds the Hajjr-e-Aswad. 
Those in Ihraam should remember that some people use or 
rub perfume on the Hajjr-e-Aswad. Therefore, if one dom 
"01 touch the Hajjr-e-Aswad dien one will be saved from 
using perfume. 

Kissing die Hajjr-e-Aswad is called Istilaam. After Isulaam, 
one should move to die right and with die Kaabahh on die 
left, walk on, and pass outside die Hateem. When passing 
the back of the Kahah. one comes across die 
Rukti-e-Yaniani, whieh is parallel to the Hajjr-e-Aswad. 
When approaching this corner, then one should touch it 
with both hands or the right hand only. When proceeding 
between die Hajjr-e-Aswad and the Rukn-e-Yamam, read:-

On reaching the Hajjr-e-Aswad say "Allahu-Akbar" and 
make Istilaam as previously explained. This is one round. 
Repeat die same process six more times to complete seven 
rounds. One round is called a Shaut and all are called 
AshwAat. 
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Do no< at th e Kaabahh while making Tawaaf, and do 

not face your yhest. Or Imt-k towards it. Afk:r Tawaaf, go to 

the Maqaam-e-Ibraaheem and perform two rakaats of Salaat 
behind it. if you do not find place immediately behind it 
then read the two rakaats anywhere in the Haram, If it is 
Makiooh time for salaat, men wait for die time to pass and 
then perform it. 

There is NO specific duaa which is Fardh or Waajtb to read 
and without which the Tawaaf can be invalidated. Even if 
tio duaa is read at all, the Tawaaf will still be made. 
However it is better to read as marry duaas as possible, 
Whichever duaa you have a strong inclination to make , and 
whicliever duaa best expresses your needs, make it with 
humility, meekness and sincerity, If you wish to read a duaa 
from a book, men it is also permissible. There are some 
books which contain duaas for each round. These aie good 
but they should not be regarded as Sunnat, since there is no 
proof diat Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alaylii Wasallam) read 
these duaas. 

There are ahaadith, aw we will now write about, in which 
Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) encouraged them 
to read certain duaas or read them himself, 
This implies dial if a person had stayed in me 
Remembrance of llaah while making Tawaaf, his whole 
body would have benefited from the Mercy of Allaah, Since 
he has noi done so, die amount of Mercy he has earned is 
only the extent of that which can cover the feet.. 
(Ibn-c-Maajah). 
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Hadlimt Abu Hurairah (Radhiallaahu-anhu) narrates that 
there are seventy angels situated at the Rukn-e- Yemeni. 
Whoever reads the following on reaching die 
Rukn-e- Yemeni, all the angels say "Ameen" to it. 




"Yaa Allaah, You know all my external and internal 
conditions. I present an excuse, accept my excuse and fulfil 
my needs and what is in my heart, and forgive my sins, 
Yaa Allaah, 1 ask of you such Imaan which absorbs (fills) 
and penetrates my heart and ask for truthful certainty so 
that I know that only that which You have written for me, 
will reach me and whatever has been stipulated for me, J 
will be pleased widi if." 
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THE LAWS OF TAWAAF 

RULE ONE: Intention is it condition for Tawaaf. without 
which there can be no Tawaaf. 

RULE TWO:- It is Masnoon to make Istibaa in the Tawaaf 
followed by Sa'ee , whether it is a Hajj or Umrah Tawaaf. 
RULE THREE:- Istibaa means to take the cloth under the 
right artnpii and to place it Over die left shoulder, leaving 
the right shoulder open, and to keep both the ends on the 
left shoulder. This Istibaa is to be carried oui by the men in 
all seven rounds -On completion of (he Tawaaf, cover the 
shoulders and then perform the two rakaats Salaat- It is 
Makrooh to perform the Salaat with Istibaa. Tsubaa is only 
Masnnon for Tawaaf. There are some people who perform 
Isubaa during Sa'ee, whereas Istibaa is only Masnoon in 
those Tawaafs after which Sa'ee is performed. There is 
therefore no Istibaa in Sa'ee, and ordinary Tawaafs which 
are not followed by Sa'ee. 

RULE FOUR:- It is Masnoon to make Rama I ( for men), iti 
that Tawaaf which is followed by Sa'ee. Ramal is the 
manner of walking with the chest out and the shoulders 
moving white taking quick shon steps. 
RULE FIVE:- If one made Tawaaf without wudhu then this 
has to be repeated with wudhu- If it is not repeated then 
there is a penalty. (Details ahead). 

RULB SIX:- The closer the Tawaaf to the Kaabflh, the 
greater the reward, but one should he cautious not to put 
others into difficulty.

RULE SEVEN:- Read the third Kalimah constantly and the 
following duaa in Tawaaf. 

between Rukn-e- Yemeni and Hajjr-o-Aswad. 
RULE EIGHT- If Jamaat or Janaazah Salaat commences or 
the wudhu breaks whilst making Tawaaf, then continue the 
Tawaaf after the Salaat or fresh wudhu. However, it is 
better to perform a fresh Tawaaf if the above occurred 
before performance of the major part of the Tawaaf. 
RULE NINE:- If Salaat commences while one is making a 
round of die Kaabahh, then complete the round if possible, 
and join the Salaat. If it is feared that the rakaat will be lost 
ihen stop the round and join the Salaat immediately and 
continue from where otic liad stopped after the Salaat is 
completed. 

RULE TEN:- It is permissible to cany a person on the back 
or on a bed, if diat person is so ill or incapacitated, It is 
also permissible for a few people to take turns in carrying 
die person. 

RULE ELEVEN:- If the person who is being carried is 
conscious then he should make intention himself. If he 
becomes unconscious after entering into the state of Thraam, 
then ihe intention of the carrier on his behalf will suffice. 
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RULE TWELVE:- If the carrier made intention for himself 
as well as for the person who is being carried, then both 
iheir Tawaafs are valid and an extra Tawaaf need not be 
made, 

RULB THIRTEEN- The area of Tawaaf is around die 
BaUullaah inside die Maxjid. Tawaaf is made whether near 
or far, even passing around die Zam-Zam and the pillars. 
Tawaaf is valid as long as it is made within the boundary 
of the Masjid. 

RULE FOURTEEN ;- K a person climbed onto me roof of 

die Masjid and performed Tawaaf dien his Tawaaf is valid 

even diough he is higher than the Baitullaah. 

RULE FIFTEEN:- Tawaaf is not valid outside the 

Masjid-e-Haram. 

RULE SIXTEEN:- li is Makrooh K> talk in vain and to buy 
and sell diings whilst performing Tawaaf. To explain 
Shar'ee laws or to ask essential questions is not Makrooh, 
RULE SEVENTEEN:- It is Makrooh to recite duaas or 
perforin /,ikr iti such a loud tone so as to disturb the 
con centra lion of others who are performing Tawaaf and 
those who are making Salaal. 

RULE EIGHTEEN:- It is Makrooh to suppress die call of 
nature whilst performing Tawaaf. 

RULE NINETEEN:- Istilaam-see laws regarding this 
mentioned earlier, To push others and to put them into 
difficulty is a major sin, 

RULE TWENTY > It is prohibited to face the Kaabahh 
while performing Tawaaf, 
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RULE TWENTY-ONE:- It is prohibited to kiss any odier 
side or wall of the Kaabahh besides the Hajjr-c-Aswad, and 
the threshold of the Kaabah. The Rukn-e- Yemeni should be 
touched with the hand but it should not be kissed, 
RULE TWENTY -TWO:- When entering those Tawaafs in 
which one has to perform Rami, during the First three 
rounds, then observe whether there is a crowd or not. If 
diere is a crowd, then wait a while and when the crowd 
subsides then start these Tawaafs. 

RULE TWENTY-THREE:- If one started such a Tawaaf 
and could not perform Rami due to die crowds then omit it. 
RULE TWENTY-FOUR:- Tf one cannot perform Rami due 
to weakness or old age dien the Tawaaf is in order. 
RULE TWENTY-FIVE:- if one forgot to perform Rami and 
after one or two rounds one remembered then make Rami 
in what is left of die Tawaaf. If one remembered after the 
third round then one need not make Rami, 
RULE TWENTY-SIX:- if die one making Tawaaf Is in 
doubt as to which round it is, then , for die fardh or waajih 
Tawaaf, one should repeat the round in which doubt arose. 
For example, if one starts doubting whedier it is the sixth 
or die seventh round, dien one should perform one other 
round so as to ensure tliat seven rounds liave been 
completed- For the Nafl round one should act upon that 
hich one feels more inclined, towards. If one feels more 
certain dial it is the seventh round and less certain that it is 
the sixth, dien one may complete die Tawaaf in dial round. 
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RULE TWENTY-SEVEN:- ft is emphatically prohibited i 0 
push find pull and cause discomfort to those nearby while 
performing Tawaaf. Women, especially should abstain from 
areas wheie the [x^sibi liry of ihis exists. They .should, 
whenever possible make the Tawaaf as away from the men. 
A woman who si islets the beginning of her menstruation 
should complete he; Tawaaf quickly and separate herself 
from die men around. 

RULfc TWENTY- EIGHT:- Jusl as the intention for Tawaaf 
is valid on behalf of the nmwm demanding child, so loo is 
die in lent ion for Sa'ee. 

NAFL TAWAAF 

RULE ONE:- After the Umrah, Tawaaf, Sa'ee and Hak| or 
Qasr - and before the days of Hajj - perform as many Nail 
Tawaaf as possible. Consider it a boon 10 be in a place such 
as Makkah Mukarra.ni ah. Instead of roaming the bazaars, 
rather perform Nafl Ta wants it i abundance. The virtues of 
Nad Tawaaf are great .Furthermore, Tawaaf is an Tbaadat 
which cannot lie performed anywhere except in die Haram, 
Therefore perform Tawaaf in abundance. Although many 
people [K-rform many Umrahs, and diis also carries great 
reward, it is more superior to perform more Tawaal's 
than 10 perform more I J m runs, A person who goes to 
Tan'eem to don his Ihraam and then returns and performs 
Sa'ee and Halq or Qasr after his Tawaaf, could have 
performed so many Tawaal's during (hat time. Thus one 
should not overlook the IxmeHts of Tawaaf. 
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TWO RAKAATS AFTKK TAWAAF 

After every Tawaaf, (Fardh, Waajib or Nafl) it is Waajih 
to perform two rakaats salaat. It is best to perform these 
behind the Maqaame Ibraheem. 

If there is no place there then one can perform these 
anywhere in the Haram. If one did noi perform these two 
Rakaats in the Haram dien the responsibility of doing so 
still remain* and one must perform them even if one is back 
home, for dds Can be performed anywhere in the world, as 
long as one Jives. It is masnoon to recite :- 

RULE ONE:- After Tawaaf, it is Masfioon to perform the 
two rakaats without delay. To delay deliberately is 
Makrooh. However, if it is the Makrooh time for Salaat, 
then let diar time pass and then perform the*two rakaats. 
RULE TWO:- If one ends die Tawaaf after A/r Salaat, then 
wait for die sun to set and when performing the Maghrib 
Salaat, then read the two rakaats of Tawaaf "after the three 
Fardh of Maghrib and before the two sutuiat rakaats of 
Maghrib. Similarly, if one completed the Tawaaf after the 
Fajr Salaat, then read the rakaats of Tawaaf at the time of 
Tshraaq. 

RULE THREE;- If someone performed the two rakaats after 
Fajr or Asr salaat before the yellowness set in, dien the 
rakaats will be valid but with detestment it is betier to 
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repeal it If the (wo rabais were performed at Zawaal, 
sunrise or sunset then it is Waajib to repeal it.. 
After the salaai of Tawaaf, go near the 
Maqaam-e-lbraahccm and pray for whatever you desire.

Tliis is Waajib for Hajj and 
Umrah.lt can be done after Tawaaf -e-Qudoom, for Hajy 
and also after Tawaaf-e-Ziyaarat t After the two rakaats of 
Tawaaf. first go to die Hajjr-e-Aswad t make Istilaam, then 
go towards Salau and begin the Sa'ee. Say- 



"Yaa Allaah, I intend making Sa'ee between Safaa and 
Marwah, seven rimes, (for Your pleasure. Make it easy for 
me and accept it from trie)" 

RULE TWO:- It is not necessary to make the rounds for 
Sa'ee cotisecutively, If one performs the rounds of Sa'ee 
separately a Her Tawaaf, for example, one round in the 
morning, one round in the afternoon and one at nigln, and 
in this manner completes all tile rounds, even if it takes a 
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few days, then also it is valid and no penalty will be 
COinpulsOry, 

RULE THREE: II' one made Sa'ce without wudhu, then 
Sa'ee is valid and no penalty Or Sadaqah is compulsory. 
RULE POUR:- If a woman performed Tawaai" of Hajj or 
Unirah widi wudhu while in the state of purity, then her 
menses commenced atul she made Sa'ee in thai siate, then 
the Sa'ee is valid. 

RULH F1VR:- Tt is not permissible To make Sa'ee on a 
wheelchair, without a valid excuse. If one did so and 
repeated the Sa'ee while walking, then Damm is 
compulsory. 

While running between the two green pillars recite: 

"O Allaah forgive and have mcrey and You are the One 
Most-Exalted in Honour and the Most -Elavil led in 
Nobility."

LAWS OV HALO (shaving) or QASk (Trimming) 

It is Waajib to shave or trim the hair in order to eome out 
of Ibraam, If someone went outside the boundaries of the 
Harani, (e.^. Madinah or Jeddah), and shaved or ifimmed 
their Iiair, dien Damm is compulsory. If, however, he went 
out of the boundaries of the Haram and did not shave or 
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.tfitn the hair but returned within the boundary and dien 
shaved or trimmed die hair, then Damm is not compulsory. 
RULE ONE:- One cannol cut the nails, uim the moustache 
or remove the pubic hair until one lias shaved or trimmed 
the hair of the head. If one had done so then Damm is 
compulsory. 

RULE TWO:- U is best to eome out of Thraam by sliaving 
all the hair of the head or 10 remove one length of hair 
equal lo one finger joint, as is the case for women. It is 
Haraam for women to shave the head. She should therefore 
remove one finger -joint length of hair from her plait and 
she should feel certain dial, she has removed this amount of 
hair from her head. 

RULti THREE:- It is best for men to shavt? the entire head. 
However it is essential to remove at least a quarter of die 
hair of die head, in order to come oui. of thraam. The 
method of doing this is to remove the hair in such a 
manner diat the length of the hair which is ait measures 
not less than die length from the rip of the finger to the first 
joint, from all around the head and not from one side only. 
However, to he content with only this amount of removal 
is Makrooh. 

RULE FOUR;- If a man does not have even this amount of 
hair on his head, then it is necessary to remove all die hair, 
Cutting shaving or trimming only a few strands of hair 
from die head or removing hair from any other part of the 
body does not remove one from lhraam, It should be 
understood that if the above procedure is not followed then 
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it will be necessary to give penalty (Damm). 
AHOtJT HALQ AND QASR. 



Halq is the shaving of the hair, and Qasr is merely the 
trimming of the hair. Wh«tlit^r .tin- Ihraarn is tliat of Ha|j or 
Umrah or of both, the method of being released from it is 
specif ied by Halq or Qasr. One cannot be released from the 
state of lhraam t unless Halq or Qasr lias l>een made. If one 
had wom sewn dothing, or out any other hair besides that 
of die head, or paired die Jiails, or applied Ittar before Halq 
or Qasr, then Damm (penalty) becomes Waajib. 
A person who performs Utnrah will make Halq or Qasr 
after Sa'ee.

THE METHOD OF PERFORMING HALQ OR QASR. 

This procedure should be carried out while facing the Qibla. 
Start shaving or trimming from the ri^ht side. At die time 
of Halq or Qasr, say Takbeer and then the following duaa 
which has been narrated from the elders; - 
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"All Praise is for Allaah, who has granted us Ilidaayaat 
(guidance), and lias granted favours upon us and has 
completed (grants as die ability) for us the actions and laws 
of Hajj, Yaa Allaah, my forehead is in your eontroh thus 
specify for each hair „ a light on the day of Qiyaaaniat. And 
lor every hair, forgive a sin of mine, increase die stages of 
Jannah for me, for each hair. Yaa Allaah, grant Barakat in 
my Nafs(inner self) and accept my Hajj. Yaa Allaah, 
forgive me and those who make Halq and Qasr. Oh Most 
Forgiving, Aameen." 

After Halq or Qasr, also say Takbeer. All the prohibitions, 
except relations with one's wife, end widi die performance 
of Halq or Qasr. This relation is only permissible after 
Tawaa f-e-Ziydarat. 

Some people hold the incorrect l>elief that one lias to go 
fourteen times between Safaaa and Marwah, completes the 
Sa'ee- This is erroneous. There arc only seven rounds for 
Sa'ee. 

After Sa'ee, make Halq or Qasr. 

Halq is better than Qasr. To complete Halq or Qasr of the 
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whole head is Sunn at. If" the hair is so short that it is shorter 
dian oik: finger-joint length, then Halq is necessary. 

WARNING I 

Many jKiople snip a few hails of die head, ant! wear their 
normal attire t tliinking dial ihey are out of Ihraam. lliis is 
not protx'r. Sueh a person lias not been released from 
Ihraam, and tlie restrictions of Ihraam still apply to him L 

If one did this and llien realised that he had erred, he should 
immediately perform the Halq or Qasr in tlie proper manner 
and then enquire from the Ulemaa as to what penalty he has 
to pay. 

It is also important to know that it is Waajib to perform die 
Halq or Qasr within die boundaries of the Haram. 
Many people u>me to the Haram and odier blessed places 
with more love for dieir hair then lot the SHARIAH, 
Leave aside Halq, they do not even perform Qasr. Hajj and 
Umrah arc the occasions when the love of the lover of 
Allaali is displayed, This is time when some people choose 
to display die love of their Imir more than they consider 
dieir love for the Law of the Lofty. How regretful!, 

Those that live within die boundaries of the Meeqat, e,g, 
eddah, Bahra t Hidda, Jamoom, Arafaat etc., can enter the 
Haram without Ihraam. If they cannot sacrifice dieir hair, 
then they should not wear the Ihraam and enter Makkah 
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Mnbrramah, but they should radier make as many 
Tawaafs as possible. For Tawaaf, only wudhu is a 
pre-condition, and it's reward is great. The amount of time 
spent in making Umrah can rather be spent making 
Tawaafs. This is much better then adorning die Ihraam of 
Umrah and not cutting die hair in the proper way. 

However, diose that live outside the Meeqat (e.g. Madinah 
Munawwarah, Tatf and Riyaadh) , cannot enter the Haram 
without Ihraam. This is the case even if diey come for 
worldly matters. These people have to adorn the proper 
Ihraam and then perform the proper Halq or Qasr before 
coming out of Ihraam. 

RULE ONE:- 

Thcre is no Tawaaf-e-Qudoom or Tawaaf-e-Widaa in 
Umrah. When adorning the Ihraam of Umrah and 
entering the Ma.sjid-e-Harain T the first Tawaaf made will 
be the Tawaaf of Umrah,

THE REWARD O V SAL A AT IN TUE 
MAS.J I D-E-HAR AM 

The Masjid which surrounds the Kaabahh is called the 
Masji-e-Haram.Thc performance of Salaat there carries 
many rewards. Hadhrat Jabir (Radhiallaahu-anhu) narrates 
diat Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said that one 
Salaat in his Masjid ts superior by a thousand times when 
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compared to other Masjids but. the Masjid-e-Hatam is die 
exception (because the reward is much more dm" that), and 
one 5a I flat, hi Masjid-e-Haraam Compared to Other Masjids 
is superior by one laakh (a hundred thousand). (Targheeb 
Vol Two Pg 214, Ahmed, Tbn-c-Maajah with two valid 
SanadsJ. 

These days one is fortunate enough to stay in Makkah and 
to be able to perform die Fardh Salaam with Jamaat. Such 
rewards arc not to be found anywhere in the world. Yet we 
will still find people roaming the bazaars and who are not 
steadfast with their Jamaat Salaat in the Masjid-e-Haram. 
Matty people deprive themselves of this great reward out of 
sheer laziness and sometimes widi die excuse of die heat or 
cold. This is indeed unfortunate, 

***** ****** ****** ****** ****** ****** ****** ****** * 
PROHIBITIONS OF 1HRAAM. 

A her adorning Thraatn, be cautious of the restrictions of 
Ihraani, i.e. Abstain from those thing* which are prohibited 
during Ibraam. 

The male should not wear atiy such clothing which are 
designed for die body such as Kuria, trousers, vest, liai, 
socks » shorts, jockey etc. Also it should not cover the face 
and die head. 

The female should wear die clothing she normally wears 
(i.e. sewn clothing) but she should not let it touch die face. 
Tti Thraam, it is prohibited to apply Ittar on the -clothing or 
die body, tior to use scented or perfumed soap, or to eat 
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perfumed tobacco, It is also prohibited to par the nails, cut 
the hair from any part, of die body or to shave. 

To kill land animals or to kill the lice on one's clothes or to 
remove it from oneself and to throw it and to kill a locust 
is also not allowed, 

To indulge in a relationship with one's wife and to kiss or 
caress or to even talk of such dungs in front of one's wife, 
or any other woman is not allowed. A person in Ihraam 
should be steadfast in abstaining from quarrelling and 
fighting. 

RULE ONE> 

As stated earlier* die women should not let any cloth touch 
die face, but they should adopt a means of covering the face 
from strangers in such a manner that it does not touch die 
face. She, must protect herself from die sight, of strange 
men. 

RULE TWO> 

A common misconception today is the helief diat diere is 
no Purdah while wearing die Thraam, This stems from 
ignorance and should be corrected. It causes the women 
who discard purdah 10 become sinners and also die men 
who look at them. 
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IHRAAM OF UMRAH FROM TAN'EEM AND 
JO' RA AN AH, 

If any person from Makkah Mukarramah or anywhere 
within the boundary of the Haratti wishes to perform 
Umrah, then it is Waajib to adorn die, Ihraam at Hil. Hil is 
that place which is outside the boundary of die Haram upio 
inside the Mceqat. 

All around Makkah Mukarramah is die Hiram, and the 
distance varies. From one directum it is ten miles, and in 
another, nine and in yet another, seven. 
When going from Makkah Mukarramah to Maditiah 
Munawwafab, the Haram ends at. a place called Tan'eein. 
Before it was staled Utat the distance between Makkah 
Mukanramah and Tan'eem Is dirts; miles, but now diat die 
population of Makkah has increased in all directions, 
encompassing Tan'eem, diere are signposts at every side 
showing where the boundary ends. 
When Rasulullaah (Sallalltm Alayhi Wasallam) sem HadHrat 
Ayeslia (Radhia llaahu-anhu) with her brother 
Abdur-Rahmaan bin Abu Bakr (Radliia llaahu-anhu) for 
Umrah, they came out of the boundary of the Haram (i.e. to 
Tan'eem ) and then adorned die Ihraam and performed 
Umrah. When she completed the Umrah, she joined 
Rasulullaah (Sallalllm Alayhi Wasallam) who intended the 
journey to Madinah Munawwarah. 
Nabi (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) asked Hadhrat Ayesha 
(Radhia llaahu-anhu) to go to Tan'eem because this place is 
nearer in distance and diis is also why those making Utntah 
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from Makkah generally go to Tan'eem to wear the Ihraam. 
lliere is also a Masjid here called Masjid-e- Ayesha 
(Radhiallaahu^anhu) . 

Jo'raanah is nine miles Iroin Makkah Mukarramah. It is also 
outside iliK boundary of the Haram, When Rasulullaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) returned from Tail\ he adorned 
his Ihraam here and then made Umrah. Trans pon is 
available from both these places. The Umrah performed 
from Tan'eem is commonly Called "cbota Umrah" ( small 
Umrah ) and that which is performed from Jo'raanah is 
referred to as "bara Umrah" ( big Umrah), because of die 
difference in dieir distances. 

It is also proper for a person who weni away to 
Huda ibiyaah, in the direction of Jeddah ( which is called 
Shamsiyyaah) to go Outside the signpost demarcating 
Shamsiyaah ( the Haram boundary ) and to adorn the 
Ihraam there, Hudaibiyaah is on die road to Balira. One will 
not come across it on the new road between Makkah and 
Jeddah. 

Many people go repeatedly to Tan'eem to adorn die Ihraam 
sometimes daily and sometimes more than once a day, (o 
perform Utnrali.lt is not prohibited to perform many 
Umrahs, in fact it Is Musiahab, but it is more superior to 
perform more Tawaafs dian mot e Umratis. 
Since going out to Tan'eem to adorn the Ihraam takes up 
more time, during which more Tawaafs could liave been 
performed, it is better to perform more Tawaafs. 
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IMPORTANT: 

Many people have been oliserved to perform Sa'ee other 
than the Sa'ee of Hajj and Umrah, dunking that there is 
reward m d»s. Tliis is not ^nrcct, because there is no proof 
for the Nafl Sa'ee in SHARIAH.lt Ls therefore logical and 
intelligent, to spend one's effort and time towards diat which 
is proven, such as performing Tawaaf, which has abundant 
reward. 

WARNING J 

Every lime Umrah is peifonned, the blade must be passed 
over the head, whether there is hair on the head or not. This 
is the method of coming out of Ihraain, People who 
perform several Umrahs within a few days should be aware 
of this. It has been observed thai many people who intend 
performing many Umrahs, .shave a quarter of the head for 
die first Umrah, [hen die next quarter for the next Umrah 
and the third quarter for ihc= third Umrah, and the fourth 
quarter lor die fourth Umrah. This is incorreet and 
Makrooh. This prohibition has been recorded in the Hadith. 

Shaving of the whole head each time is necessary so act 
on die better method What is die need to act upon a 
detested way and shave only a quarter of the head and be 
satisfied with a quarter Halo? 
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WARNING ! 

It is important to note that to remove only a few hairs of 
the head and to perform Umrah .upon Umrah on this 
method, where the next Ihraajn is adorned after not even 
coming out of the first Ihraam, is not permissible and 
Danim becomes Waajib for this. This rule should always be 
remembered.

JINAAYAAT - THE PROHIBITIONS OF IHRAAM 
AND THE DETAILED PENALTY ON THE 
CONTRAVENTION THEREOF. 

Jinaayaat is the plural of Jinaayat, To aci contrary to the 
restrictions of Ihraam is called Jinaayaat ( Flaw/error ) r 
Tliat which becomes Waajib because -of Jinaayaat is called 
Jazaa ( penalty ). 

The following eight Jinaayaat are prohibited for both Umrah 
and Hajj. 

1) Using perfume. 

2) For men to wear sewn clothing. 

3) For men to cover die head or face and for worn en to 
cover the face. 

4) Removal of hair. 

5) To cut the nails. 

6) Sexual intercourse. 

7) To discard any Waajib act 

8) To hunt a land animal. 
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RULE ONE> 

The penalty is Waajib irrespective of whether the sin is 
caused intentionally or unintentionally, and whedie-r one 
knew of it being a win or not* whether it was done willingly 
Or by force, whether while sleeping 0 r in wakefulness, 
while drunk or sober, rich or poor, voluntarily or by 
someones instruction. 
RULE TWO> 

If one sinned intentionally, then dus would be regarded as 
a major sin, Repent and give penalty as well, 
PRINCIPLE ONli - Wherever one Damm is mentioned, it 
refer* to a one year old goat, or ram - or one seventh of a 
cow, camel or buffalo. All the conditions for a Qnrbaani 
animal will also apply for a Damm animal. 
PRINCIPLE TWO -Whenever Sadaqaha is mentioned in 
general, then this would amount" to a half a saa' of wheat or 
one saa' of barley, Whenever Sadaqaha is specified then that 
would mean dial one saa' of barley or its Hour or raisins, 
can be f» i veil. To give die price hereof" is also permissible, 
in fact better. Om: saa' is equal to two and a quarter kilos. 
The price of the commodity to lie given is also valid, 
PRINCIPLE THREE -Danitn has been specified (hen 
it cannot be substituted with food or fasting. 
PRINCIPLE POUR -Datum has to be given for any error, 
then h will have to be slaughtered within the boundaries of 
the Haram. Sadaqah will be valid even if it is given outride 
the boundaries of the Haram, it may be given it) the other 
or poorer areas as well.

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PRINCIPLE FIVE - A person cannot eat of his own Damm 
animal .All those who are Saahib-e-Nisaab also camiot eat 
Of the Damm animal . Only those who tnay receive Zakaat, 
may eat of the Damm animal. The Damm or Sadaqah 
which has to be done due to Jinaayaat, need not be done 
immediately, but one should try to do so as early as 
possible for there is no guarantee as to how long one will 
live. 

WEARING OF SEWN CLOTHING. 
It Is prohibited for men to wear sewn clothing. This 
includes all types of clothing which are designed to cover 
specific parts of die body and are sewn, stuck to or attached 
to each other by any odier method. 
It is prohibited to wear a Kurta, trousers, coat t overcoat, 
cardigan, vest, half pants, shorn, jockey etc. 
RULE ON fr- 
it" a man wore a sewn item for one day and one night while 
m Ihraam, dien Damm is Waajib. 

If he wore it for one hour dkra half a Saa' of wheat is 

Waajib as Sadaqah Jf he wore it for less than an hour then 

one liandful of wheat is to be given as Sadaqah. 

If he wore it for more than a day, then also one Damm is 

Waajib, even if it be for a number of days 

RULE TWO> 

By one day and one night is meant the duration of day and 
night whether one whole day or night passes or not .For 
example, if 11 was worn for half the day upto half the night, 
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of half the night upio half the day, then also Damm is 
Wan jib- 
Under the section on perfume which follows, the definition 
Of one day and one night is the same as die above. 
RULE THREEi- 

if one wore sewn clothing for die whole clay and night and 
gave Dumiri for it hut continued to wear die sewn clothing 
for anodier .such period, dien anodier f)nmm becomes 
Waajib. 

If one wore sewn clothing for a day and night, and did not 
give Damm but continued to wear the sewn clotliing for a 
few days, dien only one Damm is Waajib, 
RULE FOUR;- 

lf one wore sewn clothing for one day and one night* dien 
Damm becomes Waajib. If less than diis, dien Sadaqah 
becomes Waajib. 
RULE FlVfc:- 

If the Kuria is worn like a sliawl or a loin clodi, dien 
nothing becomes Waajib to give, 
RULE SIX:- 

Damm becomes Waajib when sewn clodiing are worn how 
diey are generally worti. 
RULE SEVEN:- 

If a coat or an overcoat is placed over die shoulders, and 
the buttons are not fastened and nor arc the hands in the 
sleeves, then nodi i tig becomes Waajih, BUT to do so is 
Ma booh. If the buttons were closed or die liands were in 
the sleeve, then the Damm will apply as for wearing of 
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I wewn clothes. 

I RULE EIGHT: - 

I Tying the loin clodi with string etc. will not make Damm 

I Wuajib BUT to do so is Makrooh. If the lungi or loin cloth 

I is sewn down die middle, then it is permissible, 

I RULEN1NE:- 

I It is (permissible to wear an Ihraam belt ( or money belt )for 

I the safe- keeping of one's passport or money etc. 

I RULETEN;- 

I To wear a blanket, duvet or shawl is permissible while in 

I Ihraam. 

I RULE ELEVEN :- 

I [f one person makes another person wear sewn clothing 

I while both were in Ihraam, dien die .Damm will only he 

I Waajib on the person who actually wore the clothing and 

I not upon the one who made him wear it. 

I RULETWELVB- 

I Women can wear sewn clothing and it is NOT Malttooh to 

I do so, neidier <Ioes anything become Waajib upon them for 

I doing so. 

I RULE THIRTEEN;- hor men, the wearing of boots, wcte, 

I or shoes is not permissible, in Ihraam, If one does not have 

I beach tongs or sandals, dien one should cut that section of 

I die sock which covers the raised bone at the top of the foot 

I and wear it like a sandal. There will be no penalty fordoing 

I this. If one wears shoes or socks which were not cut as 

I stated, for one day or night, dien Damm becomes Waajib 

I upon such a person. II 1 it was worn for less than a day or 
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ttight, then Sadaqah becomes Waajib. 

COVERING OF THE HEAD AJND THE FACE 

RULE ONE:- 

lt is prohibited for men to cover their head and face in 
Ihraam, Women arc only prohibited from covering ( with 
cloth touching ) their laces in Thraam. 
RULE TWO:- 

If a man covered a quarter or the whole of his head or face 
with something which is usually used for this purpose such 
as a turban, topee, hat or a sewn or unsewn cloth, while 
sleeping or while awake, intentionally or unintentionally , 
willingly or under force, with an excuse Or without an 
excuse, then in every ease penalty is Waajib. Similarly if a 
woman covered { with die cloth touching ) a quarter of or 
the whole of her face, then one Damm becomes Waajib- 
if less than a quarter was thus covered or if it was covered 
for less than a day or a night, dien 5a<laqah becomes 
Waajib- 

RULE THREE:- 

If the face or head was covered by something which is not 
usually used for this purpose, such as a cup. plate, stone, 
clod of clay, iron, steel, copper, silver, gold, wood etc., then 
nothing 

will be Waajib, whether the whole face or head was 
covered or less, 
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SHAVING OR TRIMMING OF THE HA JR. 

i 

RULJi ONE> 

lf a [>erson hi Ihraam ( Muhrim ) shaved off or cut a 
quarter of the hah of his head or beard or more, tlien 
Damn i is Waajib and if less than this then Sadaqah is 
Waajib. 

RULE TWO> 

If a woman cut off or trimmed a finger-joint length of hair 
or more, thtm Damm is Waajib. If less than a quarter, then 
Sadaqah is Waajib. 
RULE THRBB> 

Removal of all the hair from the neck, armpit or navel 
makes Damm Waajib. Less than this makes Sadaqah 
Waajib. 

RULE FOUR> 

Removal of all the hair of the chest, thigh, ankle, shoulder 
or tin: upper and lower lips, will make Sadaqah Waajib 
RULE FTVE;- 

If one removed the hair of the liead , beard and both the 
armpits, or the hair from the entire body, then one Damm 
is Waajib. If these were done separately, at different times 
or places, then for each cutting, the penalty should be 
calculated separately, 
RULE SIX;- 

N" one cut the hair for which Damm became Waajib and 
t' T ave the Damm, then Allaali Forbid, one did so again in the 
same Ihraam, men another Damm becomes Waajib. 
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RULE SEVEN;- 

If one shaved a quarter of tlie head in four separate sittings, 
and did not give Kaffaarah, then one Danim is Waajib. 
RULE EICiHT:- 

If one ait hair from various places on the head and 
collectively the hair amounted in a quarter of ihfc head, then 
Danim becomes Waajib, If less dian a quarter then Sadaqah 
is Waajib- 
RULE NINE:- 

If some hair burnt while cooking, then give a handful of 
wheat as Sadaqah. U'hc same should be done . if, while 
performing wudhu and making khilaal, two or_three hairs 
fell off. If one's hair fell off owing to illness or while one 
was asleep, then nothing is Waajib. 
RULE TEN:- 

Tf one pulled Two or three strands of one's. hair off oneself, 
dien for every hair, one handful of. -wheal lias to be given as 
Sadaqah, Tf more than three stands of hair were pulled off 
by oneself, dien half a Saa v 6f wheat should be given. 
RULE ELEVEN;- 

Tf one Muhrim shaved off die hair of another Muhrim, dien 
one Damni is Waajib upon the one whose head was shaved 
and one Sadaqah is Waajih upon the one who shaved off 
die odier's hair. 
RULE TWELVE; - 

If die Muhrim slaved the hair ol' a non-Muhritu, then 
nodiing is Waajib on die non- Muhrim but die Mulirim will 
have to give some Sadaqah.

If die non-Muhrim shaved die hair of die Muhrim, then 
Danim is Waajib upon the Muhrim, and a complete 
Sadaqah ( i.e. half a Sua' of wheat ) is Waajib upon the 
non- Muhrim. 
RULE THIRTEKN:- 

lf a Muhrim outs the moustache or the nail 0 f a 
non-Muhrim or a Muhrim* then he may give * whatever 
amount he desires as Sadaqah, 
RULE FOUKTEEN:- 

The same rule applies to die shaving, trimming and pulling 
of die hair, whedier soap or hair removing powder was used 
for it's removal or whether it was removed by burning, 
There is no difference in it's penalty. 
RULE FIFTEEN:- 

Thft penalty becomes Waajib whether one shaves die hair or 
has it sliaved t forcefully or intentionally or forgetfully. 

PARING OK THE NAILS. 

RULE ONE:- 

Jf one clips die nails of one hand or one leg or bodi hands 
or both legs, or ail in one sirring, dien one Damm is 
Waajib. If eath hand or leg are done hi four separate, 
sittings, then four Danims arc necessary, Similarly if one 
hand and leg's nails were cut in one sitting and the other in 
another, dien two Damtns are Waajib. 
RULE TWO:- 

lf one cut less than five nails, or cut them separately, but 
each time, less dien (bur were cut, then for every nail one 
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Sadaqah is Waajib. If all the combined Sadaqah, adds up to 
more than the Damm, then a little less should be given. 
RULE THREE: - 

To break off a broken nail does not make anything Waajib, 

APPLYING OF PERFUME OR OIL. 

Perfume ( fragrance ) refers to those things which have a 
good smell, ami winch are used as perfume or from which 
perfume is made and which the intelligent regard as 
perfume, such as> Musk, Kaafoor, Ambar, Sandal, 
Gulaab, Waris, Zafraan, Kasme „ Henna, Loubaan, 
Chameli, Bilaa, Nargis, oil of Til { sesame ) Of of 
Zaitoon (olive) , Khitnii, Uod etc.. 
Applying perfume means that the perfumed is put on the 
body ot cloth in such a way that the body or doth emits a 
fragrance although the substance of the perfume did not 
actually touch the body or cloth, 

RULE ONE:- 

No penalty becomes Waajib if one smells the flower Of the 
fragrant flower, but it Ls Makrooh to do so. 
RULE TWO> 

h is prohibited for the Muhrim to use perfume on the body, 
loin cloth ( lungi ), shawl, bedding and on all the clothing. 
Similarly, to use perfumed dye or medicine or oil, or to 
wash the body with a perfume emitting substance, and also 
to consume perfumed food or drink, is also prohibited. 
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RULE THREE ;- 

The using of perfume is prohibited for both male and 
female. 

RULE HOUR:- 

Whcn a Mature, Sane Muhrim applied perfume to such a 
large area such as the head, ankle, beard, thigh, hand or 
palm, or more than this, dien Damm is Waajib, even if it 
was removed immediately after application. If it was 
applied on a small area such as the finger, eye, nose, ear, or 
on less of die big areas specified earlier, then Sadaqah 
becomes Waajib. 
RULE FlVE:- 

Whether die area Ls large or small, depends on whether the 
am ft mt of perfume is alot or a little .Tl" the perfume was 
alot, then it will be die same as if it was applied on a large 
area even though the area was small and Damm Is Waajib. 
The amounts specified as little or alot will be determined 
by common law. What Ls generally regarded as a little is a 
little and what is generally regarded as alot is alot. If there 
Ls no common law on this , then one should regard what the 
onlooker would regard as alot as aloL, and what the 
onlooker would regard as a little as a little. 
RULE SIX:- 

If perfume was applied on ±e clothing, then if the area was 
one hand span by one liand span, then Sadaqah will be 
Waajib on condition that il was not worn for one day and 
one night. If worn for less dian this, then Sadaqah is 
Waajib , and if worn for more than this, then Damm is 
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Waajib. 

Tbis is when the perfume is not alot, II 1 it is a I at. then even 

if it wax applied am less than the area of u hand spall, Dam 

will still be Waajib. 
RULE SEVEN;- 1 

If the perfumed cloth was sewn as well, which is also 
prohibited, then two Jinaayaats have been committed and 
two separate penalties become Waajib. 
RULE ElGHTi- 

II" otie ate little perfume ( i,c so mueh that it touched a few 
areas of the mouth ) dien Sadaqali is Waajib- If one ate a 
lot, and it touched most areas in the mouth, then Dam is 
Waajib. This refers to the eating of perfume itself. 
If one put perfume into the food and cooked it> then 
nothing is Waajib even if the stnell is overpowering, Tf the 
food is uncooked, dien if die perfume is overpowering, then 
Dam is Waajib, even if no smell comes from it, and if it is 
not overpowering, then there is no Dam or Sadaqah, even 
if there is a smelly BUT it is Makrooh to do so. 
RULE NINE;- 

It is permissible to eat food after adding cinnamon and hot 
spices in the cooking thereof, 
RULE TEN:- 

In daily drinks such as tea, the law is that if perfume was 
mixed > then if die perfume is overpower uig, dien Dam is 
Waajib and if not , then Sadaqah is Waajib, but if this was 
drank several times, then Dam is Waajib, 
If one adds perfume in foods eaten daily, then whether it is 
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cooked or not, penalty becomes Waajib. It is permissible to 
drink Lemon Soda or any bottle of water or flavoured milk 
which has no perfume mixed in it. 
RULE ELEVEN ;- 

If olive oil or pure sesame oil was put on a large area of 
the body by way of apply ing perfume, then Dam is Waajib. 
If less than this, then Sadaqah is Waajib. If it was eaten or 
applied as medicine, dien nothing is Waajib. 
RULE TWELVE ;- 

Tf one applied olive oil or sesame oil on the wound or on 
die chilblain on the hands or legs or it was dropped into the 
nose or the ears, dien there is no Dam or Sadaqah. 
RULE THIRTEEN > 

If perfume - such as the rose flower or the cliameti flower 
is mixed in sesame or olive oil, etc or any other fragrant 
oil- is applied on the total area of a large pan of the body 
then Dam is Waajib, but if it is applied to a lesser part of 
the body, men Sadaqah is Waajib. 
RULE FOURTEEN 

h is permissible to apply non-per fumed Surma. If one 
applied per fumed Surma, then Sadaqah becomes Waajib and 
if one applied diis more than twice, then Dam becomes 
Waajib, 

RULE FIFTEEN ;- 

If Mehndi dye is applied on a quarter to the whole of the 
head, then one Dam is Waajib, This is if the hair is thin. Tf 
die liair is thick, then two Datnms are Waajib- The second 
Dam Is Waajib if applied for a day and a night, 
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One Dam is for applying perfumed dye and the second for 
covering the hcadffor nien).For women, only one Dam is 
Was jib, One for applying perfumed dye and nothing for 
covering the head since she is allowed to do so in Ihraam. 
RULE SIXTEEN > 

Putting Mehndi on the whole head or die whole palm, 
makes Dam Waajih. 
RULE SEVENTEEN :- 

If the dye on ihe head was used due to a headache, then 
also Dam is Waajih. 
RULE EICHTEHN:- 

There is no harm in sitting in a perfume shop. However, to 
sit there with the intention of smelling the perfume is 
Makrooh. 

RULE NINETEEN 

If one Miihrim applied perfume for another Muhrim then 
there will be no penalty for the applies but penalty becomes 
due for the person upon whom the perfume was applied. It 
is Haraam for a person to apply perfume upon the body or 
the clothing of a Muhrim. 

WARNING ! 

It is Waajih to remove the perfume immediately from the 
Muhnms clodung or body, and if one gives die KaflWah 
and leaves the perfume, then another penalty becomes 
Waajih. 

This perfume should be washed off by a non-Muhrim, if 
one is present. Dom wash it off yourself, so diat your hands 
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will not nib agamst the perfume while washing it off. 
Rather pour water over the perfume without touching it.

KULE ONE;- 

If Dam becomes Waajib for any action whieh was 
performed with a reason t then> 

*) Instead of Dam, one may keep three fasts, or give six 
poor people, three sua' of wheat (i.e. half a saa' of wheat to 
each of six poor people), or to keep diree fasts, and... 
h) instead of Sadaqah, one lias the option of either giving 
the Sadaqah or keeping one fast. 
RULE TWO:- 

The following are regarded as valid excuses:* 
a) all types of fever, 
h) severe cold. 

c) extreme heat. 

d) wounds, sores, boils and blisters, 

e) severe cold. 

0 severe headache of die whole or half the head, 
g) large quantity of liee on die head, 

CAUTION ! 

1, As for the Dam for Jinayat the sacrificial animal lias to 
be slaughtered within the sacred limits of the Haram. This 
is Waajib. As for Sadaqah it can be given to (he poor or 
needy outside the limir.s of the Haram, 

2, The person who has committed the offence cannot eat the 
meat of the Dam. Also a person who cannot receive Zakaat, 
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3- Due to wealth many people arrogandy commit Jinayat 
intentionally stating that they have the means to pay. This 
makes them sinners. 

Most likely placing all their ibadaat in jeopardy-perhaps 
they are accepted by Allaah, Tl" anyone has done so then one 
must repent sincerely and make amends as well. 

SEXUAL RELATIONS AND UMRAH 

RUUNG 

1. By the act of loo long at one's wife widi desire or 
imagining about her results in ejaculation or wetness will 
Cause no Darn etc. Ghusl will be Waajib. 

2. Touching or embracing with passion and intercourse is 
forbidden ( haraam ) until such time diat one is not out of 
Ihraam loll owing the proper principles of SHARIAH. This 
is the case whetlier one lias the Thraam of Hajj or Umrah. 

3. Dam is waajib. Umrah will not 1>e rendered invalid, 
Ejaculation or not makes no difference. 

4. If one had intercourse before Waning the Tawaaf of 
Umrah or before completing the fourth round of the 
Tawaaf, dien Umrah is also nullified and one goat is Waajib 
as Dam. In this case one has to complete all the rites of 
Umrah and become "Halaal" ( i.e. out of Ihraam in the 
proper way ), then make the Qazaa of Umrah. If more dian 
four rounds were made, dien the Umrah is not nullified but 
one goat is still Waajib. if one did so alter Tawaaf, Sa'ee 
and Halt|. then nothing is Waajib. 

5. If a Muhrim touched, embraced or kissed a woman or a

'"Waajib even if no ejaculation resulted, 

6. It one had a wet dream while in Iliraam, men nothing is 
Waajib, but ghusl is Fardh. If one's ihraam becomes soiled 
, then die impurity should be washed off. 

7. If one performing Umrah had sex afier Tawaaf and 
before Saee or after both Tawaaf and Saee but before 
shaving the head, then his Umrah will not be void but Dam 
is Waajib. One may have sex after Halq or Qasr Tor one b 
released from Hiram by dien.

CROSSING THE M»;QAT WITHOUT IHRAAM 

Rasulullaah {Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) lias specified four 
such places which one is not allowed to pass without 
wiring the ihraam, upon entering Makkah. These places 
are known as the Meeqat, They are far from Makkah 
Mukanamah, 

Besides ihese Mawaaqeet, around Makkah Mukatraamah, 
tht;re arc others at the boundaries of the Haram. These are 
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marked with signs. The Wundaries are different in all 

directions, 

RULE ONE> 

From Makkah Mukarramah, to Madinah Munawwarah, the 
boundary is at Tan'eem, Initially this plate was three miles 
from Makkah, but the population lias now grown to the 
boundary. 
RULh TWO:- 

Towar<Is Jeddah, the boundary is ten miles and from Taif, 
Iraq and Yemen, the boundary is about seven miles, and 
towards Jo'raanah, mtie miles. 

The residents of the rest of the world outside these 
Mawaaqeet, are called "Aaafaaqi"The area between die 
Mawaaqeet and the lx>undaiy of die Haram is called the 
"Hil" and it's residents are called the "Hilli". or the "Able 
Hil", Those staying within the boundary of the Haram are 
called the "Ahle Har-am". 
RULE THREE:- 

It is prohibited for anyone coming from die "Aafaaq" to 
Makkah and die boundaries of the Haram to enter these 
areas without Ihraam. According to the SHARTAH, these 
people Cannot pass the Meeqat without Iliraani. 

Those coming from Madinah Munawwarah. have Zul 
Hulaifah as the Meeqat ( which is also Called "Bit 1 
Ali"or"Abrar Ait" ) 

Those coming from Riyaadli and Taaif, "Qarn" is the 
Meeqat. Those coming from Taaif, adorn their Ihraam at" 
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Wadi Muhram'\This place is the exact spot of the Meeqat 
or in line widi the Meeqat. 

r rhose coming by air from India or Pakistan pass this Taaif 
Meeqat or pass across it's line. 

It is essential for those coming from "Aafaaq" , who wish 
to enter Makkali or it's boundaries, to adorn the Ihraam 
from or before the Meeqat .It does not matter whether one " 
is coming in for Hajj or for any reason. Tf one is coming 
during the season of Hajj, dien one should adorn die Ihraam 
for Hajj, otherwise adorn die Ihraam for Umrah, and first 
perform Umrah, then proceed with whatever work one had 
come for. 

These resu'ictions of Thraam are due to the sanctity, 
honour, dignity, respea and status of the Haram. 
Generally, one should tie die Ihraam before, or at die 
Meeqat. If one is n avel ling by plane, dien one must tie the 
Ihraam before the Meeqat - since one will not know 
exactly when one is crossing the Meeqat. 
RULE FOUR> 

Tliat. person who crosses die Meeqat without adorning the 
Ihraam, is a sinner and should immediately return to die 
Meeqat and adorn die Thraam. If one did not do so then one 
Dam becomes Waajib. There is no Dam if one returned and 
adorned the Ihraam, irrespective of whichever Meeqat he 
returned to. 
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RULE FIVE:- 

lf a person crossed the Meeqat widiont Ihraam and later 
adorned the Ihraam and before reaching Makkah 

Mukarramah, returned to the Meeqat sitid raited the 
Talbiyaah, then also Dam lapses. If one enters Malckah 
Mukarramah and returned before commencing the Tawaaf 
and recited die Talbiyaah, then also Dam lapses. 
RULE SIX;- 

li l one crosses the Meeqat without Thraatn and does not 
return to die Meeqat, and [performs Hay or Umrali, dien 
Datn is Waajib. 
RULE SEVEN:- 

"Aafaaqi" is one who comes from outside die Meeqat.lf 
such a person enters the Hararn of Makkah Mukarramah 
without Ihraam, dien it is Waajib upon dint person to 
perform one Hajj or Umrah, 

If one enters numerous times without Ihraam T theti lor every 
time, Hajj or Umrali becomes Waajib. 
Sitiee the opportunity for Hajj comes only once a year, and 
die technicalities of die laws make it difficult, the easier 
opdon is to make die intention of Qazaa and make Umrah 
for each time one entered the Hararn or Makkah 
Mukarramah without Ihraam, 
RULE E1GHT> 

The Ahlc Hil can enter Makkah widiout Ihraam. If any 
Aalaaqi crosses the Meeqat with no intention to enter the 
Hararn, but be lias some work within the Hil, then he will 
be classified as die Ahle Hil arid for him as well there will 
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k no netui 10 enter die Haratn with Lliraain, ajid no penalty 
will be Waajib if he does ho withoui lliraam 
RULB NiNE:- 

I The one in the Hil will adorn his Jhraam within the Hil if 
he intends to make Umrah. He does not have to go out of 
this Hil to do so. The Able Haram will have to leave die 
boundary 0 f die Haram it! order to adom dieir Ihraam 
RULE TENi- 

Tliat Aafaaqi who comes from outside Makkah and wishes 
to go to Madinau first, does not have to adorn die Ihraam 
even if he crosses the Meeqat. On coming for Umrali from 
Madinah, he will adorn his Ihraam ar Rir Ali 
RULE BLEVEN;- 

Many people come from Aafaaqi widi the sole ititention 
of performing Ha.ij or Umrali and come to Jeddah without 
Ihraam. For such a person Dam laconics Waajib. ihraam 
cannot ha adorned ar Jeddah. It has to be adorned before 
diis. Rvcn if one stays in Jeddah for one or two days !>ef"ore 
proceeding to Makkah, dien one should do so a Her having 
adorned (he lliraain before arriving at Jeddah.

Beside these, one may read whatever one wishes. The' 
best is to pray with sincerity from the heart. There are 
famous duaas for every round of the Tawaaf, Amongst 
these are those which are proven from Rasuhillaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) BUT, none of them are proven 
specifically for Tawaaf or for any particular round of the

After completing the Hajj or Urnrah, proceed to Madinah 
Munawwarah .The newly constructed road which is named 
"Tarccqul-Hijrali" ( Road of Ilijr^tt ), takes ahnit four to 
five hoars by bus or by tar. from Miikkah to Madinah 
Munawwarah. On arriving at Molina h Munawwarah, keep 
your luggage at a safe place, go to die Masjid-oNabawi, 
and if it is not die Makrooh time for Salaat, go to the 
Rawdliatul-Jatmah or wherever one gets place, and recite 
two rakaats Tahiyyaatul Masjid. 

Thereafter, proceed to die pure Blessed grave of Hadhrai 
Aqdas (Sallallhu A lay hi Wasallam).With utmost respect and 
reverence, in a soft and humble tone, present Salaam. If 
there are no crowds and one may siand with peace and 
tranquillity, then do so with endiusiasm for as long as one 
can, and present salaams with peace and solitude, 
if diere is a huge crowd and one cannot do so with peace 
and tranquillity, then convey a brief Salaam, Later, 
whenever the opportunity arises, dien present Salaams for 
a lengthier period. Tt is important to remember that while 
presenting Salaam, one should not inconvenience other 
Muslims by pushing or pulling. Also do noi put any other 
Muslim through any difficulty. NO SPECIFIC WORDS 
OF SALAAM ARE STIPULATED. Various people have 
written different salaams for this occasion. Some have 
written lengthy ones and others have written shorter ones. 
Some have written die following:- 
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"Salaam upon yon Ym Rasulullaah. Salaam upoti you who 
is most superior of all Allaah's Creation. Salaam upon you 
O friend of Allaah. Salaam upon you O chosen servant of 
Alia ah. Durix>d and .Salaam upon you, O Allaah's Nabi 
.Durood and Salaam upon you O AUaah's beloved, Durood 
and Salaam upon you O interoeder of the sinful 
one's.Durood and Salaam upon you, the one who Allaah 
has sent as a mercy for the entire Universe. Salaat and 
Salaam upon you the chief ( head ) of the RasooLs and 
Itnaam of die pious and guide of diose .whose hands and 
face will lx- illuminated on the Day of Qiyaaamah. Salaat 
and Salaam upon you O head of all mankind. Salaat and 
Salaam upon you O Last of all the Nabis, Salaat and 
Salaatn upon you O giver of glad tiding 10 the doer of 
good. Salaat and Salaam upon all the Ambiyaaa and 
Rasools and upon all die closest ( nearest ) 10 AHaah ( 
ic, angels ).Sfllaam upon you and upon your family 
members and household , and upon the motliers of the 
Faithful and upon all the Sahaabah { companions ), and 
upon all Allaah's pious servants. Salaam upon you Q Nabi 
and Allaah's Mercy and Blessings. O Rasulullaah, 1 testify 
that you are definitely Allaah's servant and Rasool, and I 
testify that you definitely conveyed Allaah's message 
completely and fulfilled die right of trust and advised the 
Ummat widi complete good (for dieir proper welfare ), and 
removed the darkness ( of Kufr ) and demolished the 
decepdon of Falsehood, and made Jihaad in Allaah's path in 
the manner it ought to be done, and worshipped your Rabb 
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until your demise, 



May Allaah, on behalf of us and our parents and the Millat 
( nation ) of Islaam Gram you the best reward. 1 seek ( ask 
) for you from Allaah Ta'aala the greatest of intercession 
and superiority and die high status ( Maoaam ) of 
Mahmood, and the Haudh-e-Kawther ( Pond ) upon which 
your Ummat will descend, and for intercession on die Day 
of Testification. And we ask Allaah Ta'aala that He 
Forgives die sins of our forefadn-rs and mothers and our 
near kidi and kin. Most definitely He adepts prayers and is 
die Most Merciful of diosc who show Mercy." 
After presenting your Salaam, present die Salaams on behalf 
Of your parents, friends, associates and kith and kin. If 
someone requested that you convey salaams on their 
behalf, then, taking the name of the person, say:- 

Instead of the word "Fulaan" say die name of die person on 
whose behalf you are presenting the Salaam, If you are 
presenting Salaams on behalf of many people, then say;- 
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"Salaam upon you Allaah's Rasool from me and from the 
one who has requested me to convey Salaam* to you" 

After presenting Salaams to Nabi (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasallam), miwc two steps to the right and convey 
Salaams upon the Nahi's companion in the cave, the 
Truthful Friend and the First Khaliph* Had h rat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (Radhiailaahu-anhu) with the following 
words:-

reliable chain of narrators, as in Targheeb Vol 2 - pg 218. 
) Hadhrat Umar (RA) narrates that RasululJaah(SAW) used 
to go to die Maajid of Qiiba eiuW walking or riding and 
perform two rakaats of Salaah therein.* At-iarghih vol 1 
pp 218 also Bukliari and Muslim).

Predecessors arc buned in Jannahul Baqee. Amongst them 
are the son-in-law of Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasallam), Hadhrat. Utlunan Ghani (Radhiallaahu-atihu) „ 
Rasuiullaah (Sallallhu Mayhi Wasallam)'s uncle Hadhrat 
Ahbaas (Radhiallaahu-anhu) , his (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasa11am)'s grandson, Hadhrat Hasan bin Ali 
(Radmallaahu-anhu) and Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi 
WasallanO's son Hadhrat Ibraaheem, and his daughters, 
Rnqayyaah, 7,aitiab, Ummc Kuhhnm and his aunties and 
pure wives and his special attendant.

I (Radhiallaahu-anhu) fought hack and seventy Sahaabah 
m_ (Radhiallaahu-anhu) were martyred at that time, 
I Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) was also injured. 
I The enemies wounded him and his uncle Hadhrat Hamzah 
| bin Abdul Mutallib (Radhiallaahu-anhu) v was martyred 
I Hie graves of those who were martyred are in one section 
I of the graveyard. Walls have been constructed on all sides 
I .Hie door is netted so that one can sec through, but always 
I loeked, 

I Hie graves of Hadhrat Hamzah and HadhTat Mus'ab bin 
I Umair (Radhiallaahu-anhu) , can be seen from die outside 
I and are away from the door. Hie graves of the other great 
I personalities are near die walls. When present here, make 
I Salaam with the same words which are used for 
Jannahul-Baqee.
